Cae, ps of Secret Histery. 

hen the war in Europe began we 
clared it t@,be the duty of our ating 
and no leag the duty of every journalist in 
the country, to maintain & position of strict 
but independent neutrality between the 
contending powers. This Pesition, ad- 
hered to with rectitude and firmness, 
could hardly fail to be misconceived, or at 
least to prove distastetul to’ partisans, but 
would, we thought, best answer the ends 
of justice in the abstract and the interests 
ot our government in particular. Such,as 
far as matters have gone, has been the ex- 
perience. At first the advantages seemed 
to be with France, and we had the honor 
of being sharply criticised by our friends 
the Germans, for describing the situation 
as it was or as it appeared to be. The 
progress of the war has developed sudden 
and startling changes otf position and for- 
tune upon the military chess-board, and 
because we have reported these with per- 
fect impartiality and candor we have in- 
curred the displeasure of geome of our 
‘friends, the French. The position of a 
neutral is always delicate and never satis: 
factory; but it gratifies us to feel that we 
have been influenced by no partisan, or 
local, or*pecuniary influence whatsoever; 
that when we might have gained some

sensuality; they had the back entre at the 
Albambra; were Aatiiues of Cremorne and 
Vauxhall; and, in short, were about as 
“fast” a couple as might be expected of a 
Primee full of fairy visions anda Lord full 
of ambitious schemes. Ot course we refer 
to the late Viscount PaLwgrston. It was 
PALMERSTON who, being Premier of Eng- 
land, made that famous treaty of alh- 
ance with Napo.eon, then Emperor of 
the French, which startled the workd, 
which created a distrustful laugh all over 
Europe, but which, being founded in one 
of the most romantic and curious stories 
which the annals of friendship afford, held 
fast and close as long as PALMERSTON 
lived. It was PaLMERstTon who, twenty- 
five years before, had founded this perfectly 
patural and safe compact between two 
rrval nations whilst wandering about the 
streets of London at midnight hummiag 
French songs with Prince Lovuts; dining 
at Richmond on chops and supping at La 


luxuriating morning, noon and night with 
sham countesses and psuedo wives in the 
mysterious purlieus of St. John’s Wood. 
It is believed to have been PaLMursTon 
who mtroduced the youthful Bonaparte 
to the famous Mrs. Howarp; and it was 
certainly Mrs. Howarp who, inspired by 
PaLMERstTon’s confidence and what ap- 
pears to have been on her part a genuine 
affection for Lous, furnished the money 
for the raid on Boulegne and the election- 
eering expenses in 1848. She remained 
the friend of Louis Napo.gon and 
PALMERSTON to the last. She was not 
dazzled by the delusion of a hopeless 
crown in 1852; but, being a woman of 
sense as well as force of character, it is 
said that, still prompted: by PAumerston, 
who was ber confidant as well as the 
friend of her paramour, the Emperor, she 
urged the latier’s marriage with the daugh- 
ter of old Montiyo. At that time Napo- 
LEOX, rebuffed by all the courts of Europe 
and very much attached to EvGEsrm, whom 
he had assailed, it is reported, with very 
different but equally truitless proposals, 
was mortified and stung toa sort of des- 
peration. Old Montiso was a dreadtul 
old vestal, livmg in apartments overlook- 
ing the Place Vendome; but EvGEnim, 4 
beauty and a religious devotee, and a pet 
of the Pope, was a sort of link between 
the Empire and the Vatican. Pa.Lmapn- 
STON’s 1dea seems to have been to bolster 
NAPOLEON with Catholicism, and it is not 
unlikely that he looked with disfavor on a 
royal marriage. During this period, as in 
tact during his entire reign as Premier, he 
was often in Paris, sometimes tncognito 
and sometimes as a tourist, but always the 
private guest of the Emperor. Lovis was 
dispirited and in love; and, again to the 
surprise of every one (his career has been 
a series of surprises), he married the beau- 
titul Monrizo. It proved a success. He 
put himself by the alliance at the head ot 
Catholic Europe, got the woman ot his 
choice, and a good wife into the bargain, 
and the arrangement has worked like a 
charm ever since. 

Thus it will be seen that, as a sort of 
protege and then asa triend and finally as an 
ally of Lord Patmerston, Louis Napo- 
LEON has been all along a quae dependent 
on England. It was a half knowledge ot 
the facts related which caused the explo- 
sion when Bismarck unearthed the secret 
treaty; and Naproizon, who doubtless has 
the ear of Mr. DisRaxgia as well as Mr. 
GLADSTONE, to say nothing of other pri 
vate and personal means of reaching an 
understanding, must have made some sat- 
istactory explanation, and possibly, op- 
erating upon the reciprocal idea which lies 
at the bottom of all diplomatic contriv- 


ance, has succeeded in arranging for aid in 
certain contingencies which either have or 
are about to arrive. At all events, in 
view of these antecedents and the private 
relations which Louis N APOLEON has 
always kept up with the English politi- 
Cians, he is the safest man in France for 
England, which can afford neither to let 
go her hold upon the French administra- 
tion nor to see France overrun by Prussia, 
The overthrow of Naro.zox may 
about « Prusse-Franco alliance betore 
which the English intérest in Belgium 
would not be worth a farthing candle; and, 
alter this fashion, we may be presented with 
the curious spectacle of seeing the power 
that destroyed NAPOLEON come to the res. 
cue of the Napoleonic dynasty.
